any foreign or domestic organization, association, movement, 
group, or combination of persons (hereafter referred to a5 
organizations) which unlawfully advocates or practices tha 
commission of acts of force or violence to prevent others 
from exercising their rights under the Constitution or laws 
of the United States or of any State, or which sacks to over-~ 
throw the Government of the United States or any State or 
subdivision thereof by unlawful means,"
